Dr. S. R. L.Gavssen, Professor of Systemat- 
- Thelogy, in connection with De, Merle D'Au- 
the Evangelical School at Geneva, a 
Geneva, was educated in that city, and 
was first settled as pastor in the beautiful rural 
parish of Santigny. This was about the year 
1S12, when few of the pastors belonging to the 
| Canton were decidedly evangelical in their views. 
It was duringhis connection with the church, ac- 
cording to his own account, that he first became 
a Christian; that is, a living, active, joyfal 
Christian. He preached with great simplicity 
and earnestness, and his flock looked up to bim 
with much reverence and affection. In his 
teachings among his parishioners, he became 
dissatisfied with the catechism imposed for in- 
struction by the national church, chiefly because 
it contained no recognition of the fundamental 
doctrines of the gospel. On this account he la‘d 
it aside, and began to teach the children and can- 
didates for communion in his own way, using 
for a text-book nothing but the sacred Scriptures. 
For this he was arraigned before the “ Venerable 
Company of Pastors,” by whom he was censured, 
and finally suspended for a year, from his right 
to sit in the Company. 

But Gaussen, D’Aubigne, and others, “ in 
nothing terrified by their adversaries,” proceeded 
yet farther, and framed the Evangelical Society 
of Geneva, establishing a new Theological Sem- 
inary, and took measures to preach the gospel in 
the city of Geneva. In consequence of this, Mr. 
Gaussen was ejected by the Company of Pas- 
tors from the church of Santigny, and forbidden 
to exercise the functions of the ministry in ye | 
of the churches and chapels of the Canton.

_ Dr. Gaussen not only performs the duties of 
his professorship, but officiates as pastor at “ The 
| Oratoire,” in connection with Mr. Pilet, an elo- 

quent preacher, and Professor of Exegetical 

heology in the Theological School. Dr. Malan, 
who has been mach associated with these gen- 
tleinen, is not, as many suppose, one of the pro- 
lessors, but acts as pastor of a church which 
meets ina small but graceful edifice erected in 
his own garden, just beyond the city walls. Dr. 
Gaussen is deeply interested in the young, and 
possesses peculiar tact in addressing them. He 
has taken the children and youth connected with 
the church in * The Oratoire” under his special 
care ; and every Sabbath, at eleven o'clock in 
the morning, conducts a catechetical exercise for 
their benefit. His great simplicity, beaury, and 
picturesqueness of style, his amiable deportment 
and gentle tone; his abundant facts and illus- 
trations, and, above all, his intimate acquaintance 
with Bible history, and his happy facility of ap- 
plying it, render this exercise attractive, not ouly 
to the young, but to their parents and others. 
It is frequently attended by citizens and stran- 
gers, Who find themselves much interested and 
instructed, 

Dr. Gaussen is known chiefly as the author of 
“ ‘Theopneustia,” a work of much integrity and 
eloquence, on the inspiration of the Scriptures. 
His sermons, one or two volumes of which have 
been published, are instructive and practical ; 
written in an easy, flowing style, and pervaded 
by a deep, spiritual unction. At present Dr.Gaus- 
sen must be about fifty vearsofage. In stature 
he is rather short and slichtly made, and posses- 
ses much dignity and urbanity of manners. His 
countenance is expressive of greaf amiableness 
and refinement of character. He is justly es- 
teemed for his fine literary attainments, and his 
profpund, but radiant and cheerful piety. No 
one combines ina higher degree manly energy 
with delicacy and fervor of feeling. He is a 
creat lover of nature, and Jives in a charming 
rural retreat, just beyond the city walls, and on 
the way to Ferney, the former residence of Vol- 
tatre, commanding a magnificent view of the 
Alps,and the surrounding scenery. He possesses 
genius, though not of the highest order. His 
style of thinking and writing is somewhat akin 
to that of Fenelon. Indeed, it would not be in- 
appropriate to style him the Fenelon of the Ge- 
nevese church. “His countenance,” says Dr. 
Cheever, who knows him well, “is full of life, 
frankness, and intelligence. There is a pleasing 
combination of energy and suavity in his man- 
ners, indicating, perh {ps the characteristic of his 
mind; for he ts a man of learning in action, and 
of solid accomplishments gracefully «¢ mployed. 
His style is admirable for iss united richness and 
vivacit There is the same interest and life in 
his conversation as in his writings, with the creat 
‘harn of a simplicity and friend!iness of ¢ 
racter as open as the sun, and a most attract) 
warmth and enthusiasin of Christian thought 
and feeling. 











His mind kindles and glows, « spe- 
cially on the preciousness of the word of God, 
the advancing kingdom of the Redeemer, and 
the nature of the enmity which the church of 
Christ in Europe must now encounter, 

Dr. Gaussen has been enabled to accomplish 
much good, by means of high personal charac. 
ter, and his unwearied activity and benevolence. 
He possesses some private fortune, and ean afford 
to give his services almost gratuitously to the 
cause of sound learning, and evangelica! relivion. 
His discourses have been widely circulated by 
the society for publishing Christian books, sia- 
tioned at Toulouse, in France. They abound in 
tine thoughts and lively appeals. The style is 
rather diffuse and redundant, but it sparkles 
with a quiet beauty, and often rises to a high 
degree of eloquence. 
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TIE EXPEDITION TO THE DEAD SEA. 

We copy below, from a communication of Rev. 
Ww 1 1T, x ‘ igs 
the Yo champ wn. Missiouary in Syria, found in 
The principal facts which we give, possess a 
great interest as affecting the results reached by 
the recent expedition from this country, for the 
exploration of the Dead Sea. 

The party set sail from Now York about the 
middle of November, 1847; with the hope and 
purpose of reaching Beirut early in February. 
But the necessity of visiting Constantinople, in 
order to obtain the requisite authority from the 
Turkish government, and various other hindran- 
ces, delayed theirarrival onthe Syria coast until 
late in March. It was unfortunate, that in this 
way at least one fourth part of the best season of 
the year was lost. 

Two metal boats, one of iron and the other of 
copper, were transported with great labor from 
Haifa to the lake of ‘Tiberias. On the Sth of 
April, the boats, ‘each with the American en- 
sign flying, were afloat upon the sea of Galilee.’ 
A wooden boat, the only one on all the lake,and 
used only for bringing wood from the eastern 
shore, was purchased for twenty-one dollars, to 
aid in the transportation down the Jordan. 

It was thought, that nowthe dithi-ulnes of the 
route were atan end, But, contrary to expec- 
tation, the Jordan proved more winding than 
even the Mississippi; and the rapids very fre- 
quent and sometimes of irresistible velo@ity. 
ats of no other material of construction could 
ve stood the voyage. The wooden boat, just 
purchased, sank and was abandoned on the sec- 
oud day. So great were the difficul:ics, that in 
two days they accomplished but twelve miles ; 
and not until the ISth of May did they reach the 
bathing-place of the pilgrims opposite Jericho. 
© The Jordan,” writes Lieut. L.- “although ra- 
pid and impetuous, is graceful in its windings, 
and fringed with luxuriance; while its waters 
are sweet, clear, cool, and refreshing.” 

The phenomenon of the supposed unusual fall 
of the Jordan beween the two lakes (16.4 feet 
in each mile), is accounted for in the opinion of 
Lieut. Lynch, by the tortuous course of the Jor- 
dan. In this distance of about sixty geographi- 
cal miles, the river winds along through a course 
of about tro Aundred miles. Within that dis- 
tance the party plunged down no less than twen-

ity-seven threatening rapids, besides many others 


of less descent. Taking into view the windings 
of the Jordan, it is necessary toallow an average 
fall of only about siz feet in each mile, instead 
of 16.4; and for this rate of descent the nu ne- 
rous rapids, now first brought to our knowledge, 
amply account, 

The question may here arise, whether this 
tortuousness of the Jordan is understood to ex- 
tend quite to the Dead Sea, or is limited to the 
more northern portion, The writer of these 
liges, and also hundreds of other travellers, have 
jserutinized the valley of the Jordan from the 
‘mountains back of Jericho; where the valley 
and the course of the river lie spread ont like a 
map before the spectator as far as to Kurn es- 
|Surtubeh, some twenty miles above the Dead 
| Sea; and it probably never has occurred to any 
one to regard the Jordan in this part of i:s course 
jas a winding stream, but rather the contrary. 
| Those also who have traversed this part of the 
| valley, with the river in sight, have not regarded 
jit as here tortuous, Its windings, if they exist 
jto any great extent in this part, must apparently 
be confined within, and concealed by, the narrow 
strip of trees and verdure along its banks. 

As the party approached the Dead Sea, they 
perceived a furtid odor ; but this was traced to 
|twe streamlets strongly impregnated with sul- 
phur. The Dead Sea, however, soon burst upon 
their view, into which the little boats bounded 
with a north-west gale. 

The water of the river was sweet to within a 
few hundred yards of its mouth. The waters of 
the sea were devoid of smell; but they were 
bitter, salt, and nauseous. ; 

“ As we ded to the d,” writes Lt. 
Lynch, “ the agitated sea presented a sheet of 
foaming brine. ‘The spray, separating as it fell, 
left .incrustations of ealt upon our faces and 
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clothes ; and while it caused a pricking sensation 
wherever it touched the skin, was above all ex- 
ceedingly painful to the eyes. 

“The boats, heavily laden, struggled slug- 
| gishly at tirst, but when the wind freshened toa 
gale, it seemed as if the bows, so dense was the 
| Water, Were encountering the sledge hammers of 
| the Titans, instead of the opposing waves of an 

angry sea. 

* At the expiration of an hour and a half, we 
| were driven far to leeward, and I was compelled 
| to bear away for the shore. When we were near 

to it, and while I was weighing the practicability 
of landing the boats through the serf, the wind 
suddenly ceased and with it the sea rapidly fell, 
| the ponderous quality of the water causing it to 
seitle as soon as the agitating power had ceased to 
{act Within five minutes there was a perfect calm 
and the sea was unmoved even by undulation. 
) At S P. M., weary and exhausted, we reached a 
place of rendezvous upon the north-west shore.” 

The three succeeding days were devoted to 
}sounding. They afterwards proceeded south- 
| ward, making topographical sketches as the 
| went, and touching at the copious stream which 
| descends fron the hot springs, as also at the 
| mouth of the Mojib, the ancient Arnon. They 
| appreached by degrees the southern extremity of 
the sea, which at leng:h proved so shallow, that 
they coul! proceed no further. Half amile from 
ithe southern shore they found but six inches of 
| water, bordered by an extensive marsh. The 
| present writer also once attempted to bathe in 
| this part of the sea, nearly opposite the middie 
‘of the salt mountain Usdum. The Lottom was 

here of sand, and the waterso shallow, that after 
| wading out some twenty rods, it reached little 
| more than half way tothe knee. 
| The following extracts from the letters of Lt. 
Lyuch, in addstion to those above given, present 
jthe main results of their examination of the 
| Dead Sea. 
| “We have,” says he, “elicited several facts 
| of interest to the man of science and the Chris- 
| tian. 
| «©The bortom of the northern half of this 
|seais almost au entire plain. ts meridional 
| lines ata short disiance from the shore scarce 
| vary indepth. The deepest soundings thus far 
jare ISS fathoms, or 1125 feet. Near the shore, 
| the bottom is generally an incrustation of salt; 
| but the intermediate one is soft mud with many 
rectangular crysials, mostly cubes, of pure salt. 
At one time Stellwagen’s lead brought up nothing 
| but crystals. 
| “The souther half of the ea is as shallow as 
the northern one is deep, and for about one-fourth 
jof its entire length the depth does not exceed 
| three fahoms, or 18 feet. Its southern bed has 
| presented no crystals, but the shores are lined 
j with incrustations of salt, and when we landed 
jat Usdum, in the space of an hour, our footprints 
were coated with crystallization.” 

Here then is the singular tact, “that the bote° 
tommof the Dead Sea forms two submerged plains, 
an elevated and a depressed one. The first, its 

| southern part, of slimy mud covered by a shal- 
‘low bay; the last, its northern aad largest por- 
tion, of mud and inerustaions and rectangular 
jerystals of salt, at a great depth, witha narrow 
ravine running through it, corresponding with 
the bed of the river Jordan at one extremity, and 
the Wady el-Jeib at the other.” The greatest 
depth o! tained was 21S fathoms, or 1308 feet : 
apparently in this deeper ravine. 
* The opprsite shores of the peninsula and 
the west coast present evident marks of disrupe 
,; tion, 





| “There are unquestionably birds and insects 
upon the shores, and ducks are sometimes upon 
the sea, for we have seen them, but cannot de- 
tect any living thing within it; although the salt 
| Streams flowing into it, contain small fish. My 
hopes have been strengthened into conviction, 
land I feel sure that this survey will fully sustain 
| the scriptural account of the cities of the plain. 
; “Even if my letter were less brief, this 1s not 
a proper place to dwell upon the wonders of this 
sea; for wondrous it is, in every sense of the 
| word; so sudden are the changes of the wea- 
ther, and so ditlerent the aspects it presents, as 
| enenatituerucs. toe fee aes in aworld o 
upon the brink and the surface of a huge an 
sometimes seething cauldron, 
| The mode of dealing with the Arabs was ju- 
| dicious and mest praiseworthy. Writing from 
| the Dead Sea, Lieut. Lynch says: “ With the 
Arabs we are on the most friendly terms. In 
}accordance with the tenor of my orders, I have 
jagreed to pay them fairly for all the services 
they may render and provisions they may bring 
—but for nothing more. Thus far, two false 
| alarms excepted, we have been undisturbed in 
our progress and operations. I scarce know 
|} what we should have done without the Arabs. 
| They bring us food, when nearly famished, and 
water when parched with thirst. They act us 
'ouides and messengers, and in our absence 
faithfully guard our tents, bedding and clothes. 
A decided course, tempered with courtesy, wins 
at once their respect and good will, Although 
they are an impetuous race, not an angry word 
has thus far passed between us. With the bles- 
sing of God, I hope to preserve the existence of 
harmony to the last. , 
With one exception we are all well; save to 
‘that one, not a dose of medicine has been ad- 
ministered; and his disease is neither caused 
| nor affected by the clinate. Although we are 
| up early and out long, living on two meals a-day, 
| save when we are restricted to one, there is no 
complaining; all seem to be actuated by a high 
| sense of duty.” 

Having completed the survey of the Dead Sea, 
the party preceeded to run a level from it to the 
| Mediterranean. After a careful reconnoissance, 
| they selected the pass from 'Ain Terabeh as the 
| starting point; and Lieut. Dale, to whom the 
| superintendence of the work was assigned, gained 

the summit of the precipitous ridge or wall om 

ithe west, at the close of the second day. This 
| was found to be more thana thousand feet above 
|the surface of the sea. Striking into Wady en- 
| Nar (the continuation of the Kidron) and up its 
| bed by Mar Saba, and along the foot of Mount 
| Zion up to the pool of Gihon, they proceeded 
south cf Neby Samwil to Ramleh, and struck 
the Mediterranean about a mile south of Jafa. 

The result of this level as determining the de- 
| pression of the Dead Sea, has not yet been made 
|public. But as Lieut. Maury states that the 
| depth of the Dead Sea measures the height of 

the precipitous western coast, and that this is 
| rery nearly on a level with the Mediterranean, 
we may infer, if the calculations prove correct, 
that this level will not differ very greatly in its 
results from the triangulation of Lieut. Symonds. 

On the 9h of June, the whole party, after an 
jabsence of a litle over two months, had re- 
‘turned to St. Jean d'Acre on the Mediterranean. 
They brought back their boats in as complete 
order as they received them on board at New 
York. The party were in fine health. Save a 
| flesh wound to one man from the accidental dis- 
| charge of his piece, not an accident or mishap 
|had occurred to any one. The Arabs would 
point to them and say, * God is with them.” 

They were most anxious to have levelled from 
Acre to the lake of Tiberias; but at this time, 
afier so long exposure, the party was 80 ex- 
hausted from the heat and fatigue, that it was 
judged necessary to get as soon as ble among 
the mountains. They traced en route the Jor- 
dan to its highest source at Hasbeiya ; making 
careful observations as they proceeded. Thence 
they crossed Anti-Lebanon to Damascus. Al- 
though thus prevented from levelling to the lake 
of Tiberias, they have, nevertheless, full obser- 
vations of the barometer and the boiling water 
apparatus from Acre by way of the lake and 
river Jordan to the Dea ‘ 

The party reached Beirut on the 30th of June ; 
having been compelled to forego crossing the 
highest peaks of Lebanon from increasing ex- 
haustion and ilinese. On their arrival they mus- 
tered but four able-bodied men; and of the rest 
several (among them Lieuts. Lynch and. Dale) 
required immediate medical attention. On the 
12th of July, Lieut. Lynch writes ; “ The cases
